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Votes to be counted 


Mayor race may be settled Friday 


The idea behind the change to the 
September primary passed by the 
Michigan State Legislature early 
this year was to shorten political 
campaigns. 

But in Romulus the “campaign” 
has continued, and may only be 
settled Friday when members of the 
Wayne County Board of Canvassers 
wade through vote tallies to decide 
whether James C. Stewart’s 14-vote 
victory over incumbent Terry L. 
Troutt will stand 
During the two weeks since the 
Nov. 4 general election, the holder of 


the mayor’s office has changed 
twice, after Stewart assumed the 
office Nov. 12 and Troutt returned to 
it within 12 hours when a Wayne 
County Cireuit Court judge ruled 
that he was the “incumbent” until 
the recount was finished. 

Stewart was delayed from taking 
office ,for two days when a 
member of the city’s Board of 
Canvassers refused to certify 
election results because of 
“mathematical errors.” 

But certification came Nov. 11 at 
midnight, and Stewart was given the 


oath of office minutes later. 

The new mayor's first order once 
in office was to change the locks on 
doors leading to the mayor’s office 
in City Hall. Following that order, 
supporters of Tr out t gathered in 
front of the door, and the dispute had 
to be quelled by Deputy Insp. James 
Haile of the Wayne County Sheriff’s^ 
Department Road Patrol who 
agreed to hold the keys to the new 
locks as a neutral party pending 
settlement of the dispute. 

A Circuit Court judge settled the 
dispute temporarily when he banned

If Terry L. Troutt is to win a recount of the results of the 
Nov. 4 general election, it appears as though the most 
likely place his "extra” votes will come from is among the 
more than 550 absentee ballots cast in the election. 

- Nearly 10 percent of all the votes cast in the election 
came by the route of absentee ballots, with Troutt 
carrying a good majority of them, 367 to Mayor-elect 
James C. Stewart’s 1%. 

Troutt had finished 14 votes behind Stewart following 
the certified tallies with a total of 2,817 to Stewart's 2,831. 

The winning margin for Stewart appeared to come from 
the city’s northern and western sections. 

In the area north of Goddard Road and east of Wayne 
Road, Stewart outpolled Troutt 948-868 while carrying four 
of the six precincts involved. 

Troutt won heavily in Precinct 15 bounded by Ecorse, 
the Venoy-extension, Van Bom and Merriman roads with 
a 107-41 margin and edged the mayor-elect in Precinct 17, 
bounded by 1-94, Chamberlain, Wick Road and the Venoy- 
extension where he polled 164 votes to Stewart’s 153. 

In the area west of Wayne Road, Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport and the C and O R&ilrou'i Tracks, iik.lju.ug seven 
precincts, Stewart outpolled Troutt 1,263-786 while 
carrying all but one precinct. 

Troutt carried Precinct 14 bounded by the Wick- 
extension where he polled 164 votes to Stewart’s 153. 

Only four precincts, in the southern and southeastern 
section of the city bounded roughly by Goddard Road, 
Vining Road, Northline Road, the C and 0 Railroad, 


Pennsylvania Road and Inkster Road could be called 
"Troutt territory” with the incumbent outpolling the 
mayor-elect 796-424, while carrying all four precincts. 

It was in Precinct 12, roughly south of Eureka Road 
between Middlebelt and Wayne roads where the in- 
cumbent drew his heaviest support and ran up the 
greatest "plus” among the precincts by polling 299- of a 
possible 454 votes. 

Ignoring the absentee ballot counting boards, the final 
tallies at the machines show that Stewart carried 10 of 17 
precincts, including three by more than 100-vote margins. 

Stewart’s strongest precinct was Precinct 1, bounded 
roughly by Hannan, Chase, Shook and Wick roads where 
voters went 310-169 in favor of the challenger, giving him a 
141 vote margin over Troutt. 

Of the seven remaining precincts which went to 
Stewart, one gave him a 69-vote margin and four gave 
him better than 40-vote margins. 

In Troutt’s seven precincts, gave him better than 100 
votes over Stewart, one had an 87-vote margin, one ga v.e 
him a 77-vote margin and one save him a 66-vafc martin 

In che o.fven precincts when fiouii outpuTiid SicWcut, * 
he ran up a 1,211-747 margin. 

In the 10 precincts where Stewart prevailed, the mayor- 
elect ran up a 1,888-1,239 margin over the incumbent. 

In ballots cast election day at the polls, Stewart out- 
polled Trout 2,635-2^50 

It’s in the absentee ballots where Troutt closed the gap 
drastically to finish just 14 votes behind Stewart.

both “mayors” from the offices until 
the outcome of the hearing before 
Judge Joseph A. Sullivan Nov. 13. 

Judge Sullivan ruled that Troutt 
was the "incumbent” until the 
outcome of the recount. 

But during the 12 hours Stewart 
held the office, he began the 
cleansing of the City Hall he 
promised during his campaign, 
dismissing three workers in the 
Department of Public Works. 

I ( 

Troutt resumed the office Nov. 13, 
and reinstated the "fired” workers 
pending the outcome cf the recount. 

City Clerk Leonard Folmar said 
that Friday’s scheduled recount will 
cost Troutt $5 for each of the 19 
precincts re-examined by the 
County Board of Canvassers. 

The taxpayers will pick up a $1,200 
bill levied against it by the can- 
vassers. 

Folmar said the recount should 
take no more than one day, with two 
members of the canvassers — a 
caller and a recorder — re- 
examining the vote tallies under the 
watchful eyes of “challengers” from 
both of the mayors’ teams. 

Troutt said that he is counting on 
the county agents checking more 
than 30 absentee ballots the in- 
cumbent believes may have been 
"voided” by Folmar during count- 
ing election day for various 
discrepencies. 

Folmar said that the ballots were 
voided for a number of reasons, 
including requests by some of those 
who voted applied for an absentee 
ballot that their ballots be removed 
so that they could vote on a machine 

Council 
assumes 
its place 

It was a little later than expected, 
but the “new” Romulus City Council 
was able to take its place as a 
legislative body. 

New council members Gervazio 
(Jerry) Canejo, Robert Martin and 
Jimmie Raspberry were sworn into 
office Nov. 12 after a member of the 
city’s Board of Canvassers finally 
agreed to certify tallies from the 
Nov. 4 general election. 

Canejo, the new mayor-pro-tem ; 
Martin, the council president pro 
tern; and Raspberry, a returnee to 
the council after a 2-year absence, 
were delayed in taking office after 
the certification ran past the Nov. 10 
inauguration ceremonies scheduled 
at the Romulus City Hall. The tallies 
were certified at midnight Nov. 11 
when the hold-out member of the 
board agreed to sign. 

The three will join incumbents 
Fred Junior Block, Joan A. Lee, 
Beverly McAnally and William M. 
Oakley who won re-election in the 
Nov. 4 general election.

An official involved in the 
search for a new 34th 
District Court building is 
concerned about Romulus 
politics. 

George W. Moore, 
supervisor of Huron 
Township and one of the 
officials pushing for a new 
court building in the 34th

according to Moore. Work 
has been underway for the 
past five years in forming 
an agreement to construct 
the new building, but 
changes in Romulus ad- 
ministration and the flop of 
one private development 
plan has dragged the 
search on. 

“We had plans from 
Romulus in 1973 for the 
construction of a court 
facility near Romulus’ 
municipal building, but 
that was ended in 1973 
when the administration 
changed hands,” Moore 
said. “The city has spent 
up to $57,000 on ar- 
chitectural drawings and 
designs until the council 
decided the project was too 
expensive. 


“Then when Mayor f 
(Terry L.) Troutt got into' 
office, there was a plan to 
build a court building along 
with the shopping center 
proposal on Wayne Road 
near Wick Road, but that 
fell through. 

“We’re close again, 
with all the communities 
waiting for formal adoption 
of resolutions of intent, and 
the leadership in Romulus 
has changed.” 

Moore said the court 
search committee, con- 
sisting of representatives 
from each community 
involved in the court, has 
been stalled in its work for 
thepast few weeks because 
of the political campaign. 

“We had difficulty 
getting everyone together, 
because some of the 
leaders apparently didn’t 
want to commit their 
communities to courses of 
action if they weren’t in 
office,” Moore said. “But I 
think we have a good 
agreement in the works 
and it would be a shame for 
it to be delayed once 
again.” 

Moore said he doesn’t 
expect the new Romulus 
officials to be against the 
proposal, but said he wants 
to avoid any delays caused 
by a lack of information on 
the matter. 

“I’m not prejudging their 
intentions on the court 
matter, but I want to be 
assured that they’re fully 
aware of what has taken 
place until now to insire 
that when they’re asked 
for a final decision on 
whether to enter the 
agreement, they can do it 
without too much delay,” 
Moore said.

“If we have favorable 
input from all the 
legislative bodies involved, 
then we can order plans on 
the building,” Moore said. 
“Right now, Romulus’ 
decision is the key.” 

The tentative plans call 
for a sharing of the cost of 
construction for the court 
— an estimated $600,000 — 
on the basis of each 
community’s state 
equalized value. 

Under the plan, Romulus 
share of the construction 
costs would be 45.166 
percent. Belleville’s share 


would be 3.225 percent, 
Huron’s share 9.124 per- 
cent, Sumpter’s share 7.501 
percent, Van Buren’s share 
25.454 percent, and the 
Wayne County Road 
Commission’s share would 
be 8.5 percent. 

The road commission 
was asked to participate 
because it sends between 
25,000 and 30,000 parking 
tickets through the court 
from Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus. 

Once the building is

Under the “use” plan, 
Belleville would pay ap-

As we see it 
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Political reform: Law falls short 


Writing good legislation on a 
complex subject is never an easy 
job. 

That is why the legislative process 
is as complex as it is — to make sure 
ample opportunity is there to correct 
flaws and write the best passible 
laws. 

But sometimes the legislative 
process goes awry and due process 
goes out the window. When that 


happens the result is usually not 
good. And that happened this year in 
the Michigan Legislature. 

The lawmakers allowed them- 
selves to be stampeded into writing 
an all-encompassing law to regulate 
political activities in Michigan 
under the guise of “political 
reform.” 

But what they did falls far short of 
being real reform. What they did is 


create a series of obstacles for the 
person who wants to enter the public 
arena and make the idea of public 
service very unattractive to many 
honest, capable people. 

This stampede came as the result 
of threats by the self-styled citizens 
lobby, Common Cause, a group 
which says it is for open government 
but which refuses to disclose how 
many members it has or who they 
are. Common Cause said if the 
Legislature didn’t come up with a 
law regulating political activity in 
the state, it would start a petition 
campaign to put its own on the 
November 1976 ballot. 

Acting in the normal manner of 
politicians facing a real threat, the 
lawmakers fell ever themselves to 
accommodate Common Cause. 

In other times, under other cir- 
cumstances, the very title of the act, 
which says it is designed “to 
regulate political activity,” would 
raise well founded fears. The very 
foundation of the government put 
together 199 years ago was the idea 


that people have a right to pursue 
political goals without regulation or 
suppression. 

What we have is a bill that gives 
public money to the major parties 
for gubernatorial campaigns while 
freezing out minor parties. It 
regulates how much you can give to 
a candidate for public office. It says 
if you give morethan $50 you have to 
tell who you work for. It says if you 
want to run for any office you must 
tell where you work, what you own, 
what you owe, and then tell the same 
things about your wife and any 
children living with you. 

Now,’ if this were the best of all 
possible worlds and reality was 
something you could learn out of a 
textbook, then maybe the Common 
Cause approach would work. 
Everything would be laid out all neat 
and clean. 

But unfortunately the textbook 
approach doesn’t always work in 
real life. The amateur often has no 
concept of life in the real world. And 
the truth is that Common Cause is 
made up mainly of amateurs, arm 


chair experts who have never had to 
get out in the real political world. 

The truth is that their approach is 
unconstitutional in several areas 
and unrealistic in quite a few more. 
There are a lot of people who would 
make good school board members 
who don’t feel it is anyone else’s 
business who they owe money to or 
what they own. They figure there is 
enough of a hassle involved in being 
on such a body without baring their 
financial soul for the world, and 
their neighbors, to see. 

And the new law is going to keep 
these people out of the political 
process. By imposing a penalty on 
people who want to serve, by telling 
them they are presumed guilty of 
conflict of interest and abusing the 
office before they ever take it, it 
results in their deciding to hell with 
it. 

Fortunately, the final chapter on 
the story hasn’t been written yet. A 
coalition of people disturbed by the 
new law has begun an effort to 
challenge it in the courts. 

First, they are trying to get the 


Legislature to ask the Michigan 
Supreme Court to issue an advisory 
opinion on the bill in an attempt to 
dear up the legal questions at the 
start. A resolution to do this is being 
circulated in both houses, and 
thoughtful members will sign it 
Failing that, the long arduous 
process of challenging it through 
lawsuit a process that will take 
years, will begia 
We hope lawmakers serving this 
area will have the good sense and 
courage tosign the resolution asking 
theSupreme Court to make a ruling. 
If the backers of the law really 
believe their protestations that it is 
constitutional, they have nothing to 
fear from such a move. Getting a 
quick answer from the Supreme 
Court to this highly controversial 
area seems only good sense. 

And once that is over, we hope 
maybe the lawmakers and the 
Common Cause lobbyists who 
scared them into passing the law 
would remember this: The secret to 
good government is electing good 
people to office, not in erecting 
obstades to scare them off.

Friends of Israel

amnesty — and more — to 
the murderers of the six 
million European Jews. Evil 
enough in itself, but more 
ominous by far is the 
realization that now presses 
upon us — the realization 
that if there were no General 
Assembly, this could never 
have happened." • 

It would be completely 
understandable if the United 
States reduced its financial 
contribution to the world 
body or pulled out of the 
United Nations entirely. 
Without our participation the 
UN quickly would go the way 
of the old League of Nations. 
The very threat of American 
withdrawal might be enough 
to shock the General 
Assembly Into more 
responsible behavior. 

In any event the U.S. 
Senate thinks so. It 
unanimously adopted a 
resolution "to reassess 
further participation" of the 
United States in the General 
Assembly. A somewhat 
watered down resolution 
subsequently won unanimous 
approval in the House. 

It might be good for the 
United States to remove 
itself from General 
Assembly sessions and to 
stay on the sidelines until 
that body becomes a more 
congenial place for the free 
world's interests and values. 



Is your home safe?

Probably by nc w, most everyone 
has seen the movie “Jaws.” And 
many localites; myself included, 
will curtail ocean swimming in the 
future while vacationing in a seaside 
town for fear of being eliminated by 
a shark. 

But it’s interesting to note that 
little flaws on land not the big jaws 
in the sea do many Americans in. 

I recently received a press release 
from the National Safety Council 
(NSC) which I found interesting and 
thought I’d pass it on to you. 

Did you know that the average 
annual shark victim fatalities 
number 50 while the average annual 
deaths caused by accidents around 
the home are 25,000. More people are 
killed every day in home accidents— 
70— than in an entire year by sharks. 

And the injury comparison is even 
more startling, according to the 
Safety Council. 

Sharks injure another 50 people a 
year, while more than four million 
Americans are hurt in home ac- 
cidents badly enough to curtail 
normal activities for at least one day 
every year. That’s more than 11,000 
a day 

“If you have that gnawing 
feeling’ that perhaps your home isn’t 
quite shipshape in the safety 
department,” The Safety Council 
writes “Try this little test prepared 
by the Home Department of NSC.” 

What type of accident causes the 
greatest number of home fatalities? 
(1) Fires (2) Poisonings (3) Falls (4) 
Firearms. 

A If you picked No. 1— the terrible 


fires or explosions we read about so 
often in the daily paper— you were 
wrong. The leading cause of death in 
the home is plain, ordinary falling 
down, No. 3. In 1974, nearly nine 
thousand persons died in home falls. 

Most injuries from falls in the 
home occur (l) Off ladders (2) On 
level surfaces (3) Down a flight of 
stairs (4) From make-shift ladders.

A. No. 2. Most home fall mishaps 
happen at floor level. Slippery 
floors, loose scatter rugs, small 
objects like toys or pencils on the 
floor a re the chief culprits in causing

If you fall you should: (I) Try to 
catch yourself by rigidly extending 
your arm. (2) Crumple like an 
empty sack and try to roll on the 


fleshy parts of your body. (3) Tense 
your muscles and try to “sit down." 

A. No. 2. If you feel yourself 
falling, relax. Go limp and try to roll 
as you land. The roll will lessen the 
impact. 

Someone in your family has 
suffered a minor burn. What is the 
quickest and safest way to relieve 
the pain? <l) Plunge the affected 
part in ice water. (2) Slap butter on 
the wound. (3) Sprinkle on 
monosodium glutamate. 

A. The ancient treatment of 
submerging the wound in ice water 
is still the best. Keep the burned 
area in the water until the pain goes 
away. The butter-lard application 
method has fallen into disfavor. 
Monosodium glutamate is good for 
applying to bee stings. It helps 
reduce the swelling

The vice-president of 
personnel for the Michigan 
Bell Telephone Co. has 
come out in opposition to a 
State Senate bill which he 
feels ‘‘would do little more 
than provide wasteful jobs 
in which people would sit 
around all day and do 
nothing except collect their 
pay." 

G. Robert Harrington' 
attacked the proposal 
which would require that 
any underground repair or 
installation work by a 
public-utility have someone 
stationed near the manhole 
on the surface. 

According to Harrington, 
if the legislation is ap- 
proved, the requirement 
would cost Michigan Bell 
some $3 million per year, 
which customers would 
have to make up in their 
rates. He called the 
proposal “featherbedding 
dressed up in so-called 
safety legislation.” 

“There are certain 
situations where it is 
necessary to assign more 
than one worker to a 
manhole job and in those 
instances we do,” 
Harrington said. “But the 
labor union’s efforts are 
aimed at legislation that 
would require an additional 
person above ground on 
every job assignment at a 
manhole cover, even 
though that is unnecessary 
in a vast majority of in- 
stances.” 

He added that the firm’s 
concern for the safety of its 
employees is demonstrated 
“by the company’s out- 
standing safety record 
which results from its own 
long-established and 
stringent safety 
procedure.” 

According to company 
statistics the employee 
“time lost” as a result of 
manhole injuries amounts 
to nine-lOth of a day for 
every 100 man years. 

Among the company’s 
safety procedures is a test 
for gas in manholes and 
ventilation when em- 
ployees are working in 


them. Barricades also are 
used to avoid pedestrian 
injury and traffic markers 
are used to further protect 
workers. 

“Senate Bill 128 is a 
costly, nonproductive piece 
of legislation which pre- 
empts occupational safety 
matters normally under 
the U.S. and Michigan 
Departments of Labor,” 


Harrington said. 
“Moreover, the additional 
cost — more than $3 million 
annually to Michigan Bell 
alone plus millions to other 
utilities — of stationing an 
extra person on the surface 
at manhole sites is an 
unnecessary burden which 
will have to be borne by 
customers or tax- 
payers.”

The publisher of The 
Macomb Daily, Mark 
McKee Jr., has announced 
his retirement, ef fective 
Dec. 1, ending an 11-year 
career in that position and 
more than 50 years of his 
family’s association with 
the management of the 
newspaper. 

McKee, who followed his 
uncle, the late Paul McKee, 
into the publisher’s office 
on the latter’s death in 1964, 
said his decision had been 
made “with great regret.” 

•‘I’ve seen Macomb 
County explode from a 
population of 100,000 to our 
nearly 700,000 today and 
The Macomb Daily expand 
from a small town daily 
plus two weeklies to the 
paper it is today,” the 
greying 54-year-old news- 
paperman said 

"But the growing 
demands of outside in- 
terests and responsibilities 
coupled with the fact the 
future management of the 
paper is in what I believe to 
be excellent hands made 
my decision to request 
early retirement 
inevitable,” he added. 

McKee’s move* evoked 
surprised reaction from 
officials of Panax News- 
papers which purchased 
theMacomb Daily from the 
McKee family in 1971. 

“McKee’s retirement 
ends an era covering more 
than a half century in 
which a member of the 
McKee family actively has 
been identified with news- 
papering in Macomb 
County,” said Panax 
President John P. McGoff. 

“For them, as for 
Macomb County, it has 
been an illustrous era — 
one which I regret seeing 
close,” he added. “All of us 
recognize Mark’s un- 
swerving devotion to his 
profession and the many, 
many contributions he has 
made to the community. 
However, it is just those 
accomplishments that 
certainly entitle him now to 
relief from everyday 
responsibilities. He has 
done a great job and we 
will miss him.” 

McKee’s father, Mark

Leader more than 50 years

McKee Sr. is a member 

of the Panax Board of 
Directors. 

Martin Heim, former 
Macomb Daily general 
manager and now Panax 
group vice-president for 
southeastern Michigan, 
said he learned of McKee’s 
retirement "with great 
regret, but also great 
satisfaction over his ac- 
complishments as 
publisher.” 

"It is gratifying that 
Mark will continue on as a 
consultant,” Heim added. 
"I am confident his energy 
and enthusiasm will benefit 
the Daily in many ways for 
many years. 

"Mark leaves behind a 
set of standards that we 
who remain not only find 
challenging but a tribute to 
a friend who is leaving us.” 

McKee joined the 
Monitor Leader in 1946 as 
telegraph news editor, 
after service as a captain 
in the Army Chemical 
Corps at Edgewood Ar- 
senal near Baltimore.
